WAYS A HIBERNATOR 


IS THIS EFFICIENCY? 


Although the 
tradition 


still clings, the belief that 
the groundhog e m e r g e d 
from his hole promptly on 
February 2 each year has 
been long disproved. And 
now comes J. M. Nelsop, 
who has made a study of the 
little rodent, to tell us that 
many of the species do not 
hibernate at all. Here is his 
account of their habits ad 
published in The Farm Jour- 
nal:"There are some which 
burrow into the soft earth 
along 
streams 
and 
store 


their food for the winter 
months. 
These are never 


seen throughout the winter 
They are the real hibernn- 
tors. 
But there also are 


groundhogs 
which 
make 


their homes in caves and 
sinkholes in which 
they 


store 
quantities of food. 


They may be seen most any 
time 
during the winter, 


when the weather is fair. 


"The 
groudhogs 
along 


rivers often 
make winter 


homes in places which later 
are covered with water for 
days at a time. Sealed tun- 
nels and air-chambers give 
protecton and, while the wa- 
ter may be running over- 
head, the groundhog will bo. 
enjoying his cache of. food 
which he was wise enough 
to store before he was shut 
off from the world."

Norman Thomas, Social- 


vjst candidate for president 


in. the recent election, was 
unquestionably one of the 
bes\qualif ied men which tho 
Manpan party has ever of- 
fered the American elector- 
ate. 
One might have ex- 


pected him, therefore, to run 
somewhat better than have 
the Socialistic candidates of 
the past fifteert years. 


But publication by the As- 


sociated Press of complete 
election returns shows that 
Mr. Thomas received only 
267,835 votes, less than one 
per cent of the total vote 
cast. In contrast, Eugene V. 
Debbs, Socialistic nominee 
in 1912, was suppprted by 
897,011 voters, or about six 
per cent of those who went 
to the polls. 


Governor Smith, of course, 


received much liberal back- 
ing in the 1928 contest, and 
it is natural to assume that 
some of this backing repre- 
sented support which norm- 
ally would have gone to 
Thomas. 
However, even 


with this allowance it is hard 
to avoid the conclusion that 
the Socialist;; of America art;

one far less complimentary 
to the administration. 


Business and the laity are 


puzzled by the tardiness of 
these tax refunds. It is dif- 
ficult to understand why tax 
refunds are so long coming 
in virtually all cases. Years 
should not be necessary to 
determine whether 
a tax 


has been accurately comput- 
ed. 
It is a serious thing 


when millions in private cap- 
ital are tied up over long pe- 
riods of time. Where is that 
much boasted efficiency of 
the Coolidge-Mellon admin- 
istration?^

The church auditorium had a 
seating capacity of 4,500; the church

proximate value of $1,000,000. 
The original First Baptist church,

Church in Business Area. 


FORT WORTH, Jan. 12.—«•)— 


The First Baptist church of Fort 
Worth, one of the city's landmarks 
and in the heart of the business 
district, was burning fiercely at 6 
a. m., today, and appeared to be a 
total loss. 
Fire was of undeter- 


mined origin. Dr. J. Frank Norrls, 
noted fundamentalist, Is pastor of 
the church. 


The fire broke out shortly before 
six o'clock, and an alarm soon 
brought the bulk of the clty'u fire 
fighting forces to the seen*. De- 
spite the early hour, a huge crowd 
soon gathered. 


Firemen directed much of their 


efforts to saving a large Sunday 
school building, also property of 
the church, but it appeared to be 
doomed. 


Dr. Norrls has been the storm 
center of the Baptist church In 
Texas for many years, partly be- 
cause of his vigorous 
efforts at 


general reform and partly as a re- 
sult of his radical fundamentalist 
views. 


Dr. Norris 
came even 
more 


prominently Into view two years 
ago when he shot and killed D. E. 
Chipps, wealthy lumberman, In the 
study of the First Baptist church. 
Ha wag indicted and tried for mur- 
der, but was acquitted when he 
pleaded self-defense. 
Dr. Norrls has charged repeated- 
ly from the pulpit that threats 
have been made against his life 
and the church establishment. 
Despite the valiant 
efforts of 
firemen, who directed streams of 
water on the conflagration from 
many angles, the- Sunday school 
building was destroyed. Dr. Npr- 
ris has claimed that the first Bap- 
tist church had the largest Sunday 
school in the world.
